Atlanta’s tuberculosis hospital was 
formally opened yesterday afternoon 
at 3:30 o'clock with appropriate cere- 
monies, which were witnessed by 
about 300 citizens, 
city and county officials. 
the main building. From where the 
audience stood, all the grounds could 
be seen, and there was a fine bird’s- 
eye view of the city in the distance. 

The thirty acres surrounding the 
hospital are on the summit of the old 
Battle Hill, and they have been beau- 
tifully laid off, and are as attractive 
as a park or pleasure resort. 

The buildings, three in number, 
which can gccommodate sixty patients, 
are well built, and furnished with hot 
and cold water, electric Mghts, and all 
Other modern improvements. 

First Patients This Morning. 

The first patients will 
info the hospital this morning, when 
the superintendent, Dr. S. Wicks Mer- 
ritts, and the superintendent. of 
nurses, Miss Hunt, will ‘be on hand to 
take up their duties. 

The hospital has cost about $30,000, 
half of which was contributed by the 
city and half. by Fulton county. The 
city has appropriated this year $10,000 
for the maintenance of the institution, 
and it is expected.that the county will 
contribute an equal amount. 

All of these facts were stated» to 
those who attended the exercises, and 
after there- had been a full inspection 
of the buildings ang grounds.

The 
placing of patients in a hospital like 
this will not only result in the. helping 
of those we have here, but it Will pre- 
vent hundreds of others from being af- 
flicted with the disease.

In New York Alone 10,000 or 
More Men and Women Will 
Go Out---The Strike of Ma- 
chinists Overshadows Others 
in New York. ;

New York, April °-30.—Ten thousand 
or more men and women in three trades 
will go on strike tomorrow, May day, 
say labor leaders here. By tomorrow 
night not a wheel will be turning in 

single union machine shop e, 
they assert, unless employers grant e 
demand for an eight-hour day. 
those figures the leaders add 4,000 ma- 
chinists who walked out. Saturday. 

The machinists’ strike overshadows 
in extent the two others which have 
been called by the watstmakers and 
bakers, these affecting only isolated 
shops” in Brooklyn and in the East 
Side. The machinists are demanding an 
eight-hour day in New York, Brooklyn, 
Yonkers and Hudson county, New Jer- 
sey, and the waistmakers in certain 
shops threaten to walk out in protest 
against the restoration of conditions 
which existed before their recent strike. 
These, they say, include a return to 
unsanitary surroundings and a cut in 
wages. ; 

The bakers, it is claimed, will strike 
in scattered shops for better sanitary 
conditions. Labor leaders expect 2,000 
workers in these two trades to walk 
out 

One of the largest employers of ma- 
chinists, E. W. Bliss & Co., of Brook- 
lyn, has adressed a letter to each of 
its 2,250 employees, notifying them 
that there can be no compliance with 
their demands, and that their places 
will be filled by others. Of the 25,000 
or more union machinists employed in 
the strike district, approximately half, 
labor leaders assert, are already work- 
ing findér an eight-hour’ contract. 
These will not strike. 

In other trades, according to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Central Fed- 
erated 'Union, the situation is quiet, 
with no disturbance anticipated. 
EIGHT-HOUR DAY IS8 eirsmednne, 

SAYS SECRETARY MORRISON 

Washington, April 30.—‘May 1 this 
vear finds the eight-hour day establish- 
ed in many places where it has never 
been *Known before,” said Secretary 
Morrison, of the American Federation 
of Labor, today, “and the organiza- 
tions affiliated with the federation 
have increased their membership by 
200,000 in the last twelve months. There 
are more than 1.800,000 paving mem- 
bers in the organization. That, I tpink, 
shows great progress for one year.”’ 

Reports to headquarters from all sec- 
tions of the country forecast no mark- 
ed labor troubles for the beginning 
of May. On the Pacific coast the strike 
of metal workers in Los Angelés, Port- 
land and Seattle promises to continue. 
A question of hours is involved there. 
The*settlement of the button workers’ 
strike at. Muscatine, lowa, was report- 
ed to headquarters today. 

CHICAGO’S INDUSTRIAL SKY 
COVERED BY THICK CLOUDS, 

Chicago, April 30.—With the arrival 
of May day, Chicago’s industrial hori- 
zon is-more clouded than for several 
years. Wage disputes and jurisdig- 
tional controversies, involving more 
than 15,000 men, prove a disturbing 
factor and may result in several strikes 
and “lockouts” this week, according to 
labor leaders. 

Meetings of the unions. were held 
yesterday and today to reach an un- 
derstanding before strikes are ordered. 
The building trades war is the most 
serious of the impending labor diffi- 
culties, but the food supply may be 
by a strike of bakers and 
transportation facilities by strikes of 
freight handlers.

WORLD-WIDE PEACE 
ASKED BY. PASTOR 


Strong Sermon Is Delivered 
by Rev. Dr. Hugh- 
lett. 


An immense audience assembled at 
St. Mark M. E. Church, South, Sunday 
morning to hear Dr. Hughilett, the pas- 
tor, on the movement for world-wide 
peace. 

Dr. Hughlett took as text three pas- 
sages of Scripture: “Replenish the 
earth, and subdue from Genesis; 
“They shall beat swords into 


= 
their 


ing hooks,” from Isaiah; and “‘Peace on 
earth, good will to men,” from 8t. Luke. 

“The first,”’ said Dr. Hughlett, “is a 
Divine injunction defining the work set 
for the race; the third gives the inner 
principle necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of this work; and the second 
gives the immediate result of the ap- 
plication of the principle; namely,. the 
conversion of the agencies and instru- 
ments of destruction into the agencies 
and instruments of production. 


in the final analysis fraternal strife; 

and fraternal strife tends always and 

only to retard the economic develop- 

ment of the world, and the moral prog- 

ress of the race. War is tremendously 

expensive in money, in men, in morals. 
The Cost of War. 

“In money: England, Germany, 
France, and the United States—thesé 
four nations alone, expend annually in 
the equipment and maintenance of the 
agencies and instruments of destruc- 
tion the enormous sum of $1,120,000,000. 
To grasp this, suppose Adam on the 
morning of creation, had begun to 
spend $500 a day and kept it up till 
now, he would still have a large sur- 
plus. 

“The United States expends annually 
for army and navy, $215,000,000; for 
pensions to ex-volunteers, $160,000,000. 
Total $375,000,000. Georgia pays one- 
thirtieth of this or $12,500,000. Atlanta 
pays one-twentieth of this, or (in round 
numbers) $600,000—more than is ex- 
pended to support all the churches and 
public schools. 

“Every man, woman and child in our 
city thus pays an annual tax of $4 to 
pay for the ravages of war for a hun- 
dred years and to pave the way for 
more to come. 

“The expense in men is yet more se- 
rious, in that it is not only an eco- 
nomic but also a social and domestic 
disaster. To say nothing of widows 
and orphans left penniless and heart- 
broken, it is safe to assume that the 
men killed or crippled, for whom the 
government pays annually $160,000,000, 
alive and well would earn and put into 
circulation $320,000,000—a practical 
saving of $480,000,000. To this must be 
added the more rapid population of the 
country, development of its resources, 
fulfillment of the injunction laid upon 
her people. j 

Expense in Morals, 

“The expense in morals is. Iincalcul- 
able. Animosity and hatred engen- 
dered by war are tenacious of life. 
Real brotherly feeling is well nigh im- 
possible in the face of flying bullets 
or in the aftermath. What mars the 
feeling of brotherhood puts a perma- 
nent check on the development of those 
Christian virtues and graces that are 
to mark a perfected human soclety. 

“Society outgrew the inhumanity of 
trying the criminal by ‘ordeal,’ of 
testing personal honor in the ‘duel,’— 
and has substituted the jury for each. 
Now, the question is, ‘Has’ society 
grown enough to do away with the in- 
humanity of war—and submit all 
national or international questions, 
whether of money, territory, or honor, 
to the decision of a competent jury” 

“The recent happy conclusions of the 
Alaska seals and fisheries questions 
by courts of arbitration, the absence 
of vexing international questions at 
the present time, the present unprece- 
dented state of internattonal good will 
—all indicate that the time is ripe for 
the succesful conclusion of the greatest 
movement of history: A permanent 
arbitral court to decide all controver- 
sies between America and England. 
Such an arrangement would doubtless 
be. speedily followed by France, then 
by Japan, then.by Germany—finally by 
the whole civilized world. 

Politics In the Way. 

“T see but one possible hindrance in 
our own country, and that political. 
There may be some statesmen small 
enough to fear that the consummation 
of so great a plan, proposed by a Tre- 
publican president, would militate 
against democratic success at the polls.

“Relieving that the settlement of all 
national and international controver- 
sies by arbitration rather than by 
war. is accordant with the teaching 
of our Lord, promotive of human wel- 
fare and happiness, 
to the advancement and ultimate per- 
féction of society, 

“We, the congregation of St. Mark 
M. E. Church, South, rejoice greatly in 
the present movemert to effect between 
America and England an agreement to 
establish a permanent court of arbi- 
tration, whose function shall be to de- 
cide all questions of controversy be- 
tween the two countries, not deter- 
minable by the usual methods of ne- 
gotiation. 

“Ts, stimulate our statesmen who 
have this matter in hand, we believe 
public meetings, indorsing the move- 
ment, should be held in all parts of 
our country; accordingly we declare 
our unqualified approval of the plan 
to hold such a meeting in Atlanta, at 
the Auditorium, on May the 28th; and 
to make it a success worthy of Ameri- 
can patriotism and Christian frater- 
nity, we pledge our best efforts.”

Little Preaches on 
Practical Religion. 


Minister Tells His Congrega- 
tion That the Churches Must 
Emphasize Spirit of Comrade- 
ship Before Men Will Crowd 


to Services. 


Rev. A. A. Little, D. D., pastor of the 
Westminister Presbyterian 
launched the “Men and Religion Move- 
ment’ by preaching a very scholarly 
and thoughtful sermon on “Does the 
Gospel Take Hold On Men? And If Not, 
Why Not?’ to a large congregation 
yesterday morning. Dr. Little preached 
from I. Cor. xvi., 13, “Quit You Like 
Men.” 


States that have been selected to take 
up the ‘Men and Religion Movement,’ ” 
said Dr. Little, ‘‘and Atlanta will be one 
of the 90 to organize a committee of 
97 and push this work. 

“Tt is said that there are 3,000,000 
more women in the GMurch today than 
men and the reason that we do not 
have practical religion in our churches. 
This is why the secret orders flourish 
as they do. They have an aim. Men 
like fellowship and it is that which 
draws them to the lodges, where they 
find aid if they are in need of it. 

A Practical Religion. 

“T told a man a few days ago of a 
committee in the Brotherhood in this 
church whose duty was to help men 
and boys out of employment to find 
work and he said that is practical re- 
ligion and other churches should use 
just such means for drawing men to 
Christ. 

“Go where you may you will find 
that in most churches today the mem- 
bershi® is composed of two to one of 
girls and women and they are more 
regular in attendance than men and 
boys. 

“This was.nmot the state of affairs in 
the days of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
when He went about preaching’ the 
gospel, as the greatest number of His 
congregations were men. 

‘It is not hard to get men to hear 
the gospel when you have good preach- 
ers to present it to them. Campbell Mor- 
gan, Gypsy Smith, foremost preachers 
of this day, and the lamented Moody, 
Sam Jones and others could preach the 
gospel that would draw men to Christ. 
I believe the trouble today is that the 
gospel is not presented with the mighty 
power that should go with it. 

“T often notice in Saturday’s news- 
papers what my DPrethren are going to 
preach about on Sunday. Often our 
sub ts are not those that appeal to 
men./: Preach the great truths and do 
notMepologize for preaching the gospel. 
B ren, we ought to stand up and 
say we have put the work on too low 
a scale—we haven’t made the plans 
large enough—we have made the work 
a littie side issue. Put the w 
Godon a working basis, then 
have Christ in their hearts: 

“We have failed to emphasize the 
spirit of comradeship. There are a 
gZreat many people in the church that 
don’t know each other and yet the first 
name they were called was brethren. 
Men love fellowship and this is why 
the lodges are running over with mem- 
bership. They love ffR® grasp of the 
hand and to be called brother and we 
ought to have more of that in our 
churches.”

“Back of all reform lies the means of getting it.” That is the 
manner in which William Bayard Hale, in the current issue of 
World’s Work, summarizes the creed and the practice of Woodrow 
Wilson. | 

And he continues, quoting Governor Wilson, “Back of the ques- 
tion ‘what we want’ is the question how are we going to get it... . 
The immediate thing we havé got to do is to resume popular gov- 
ernment.” | 

The statements are, like Wilson himself, a paradox, Whatever 
may become of him in the hurly-burly of national politics, he has 
already proved himself a practical politician with philosophic ideals 
undisturbed by success, | 

The combination is a rare one, for the average philosopher. who 
has gone into politics has either proved a failure when it came to 
action, or has renounced his philosophies and become, merely a— 
politician. 

Thus far Woodrow Wilson has steered clear of that pitfall. 
Whether he will be able to maintain the pace in the more gruelling 
competition of the national field is just another one of the factors 
that lend piquancy to the impending presidential year. 

_ And there certainly is a degree of refreshing originality in the 
cptimistic. view New Jersey’s governor takes of our much-discussed 
institutions. 

“Some persons,” he says, “have Said that representative gov- 
ernment has proved too indirect and clumsy an instrument, and has 
broken down as a means of popular control. Others, looking a little 
deeper, have said that it was not representative government that 
had broken down, but the ‘éffort to get it.”

Mrs. Spratling’s club numbers 500 
members, and their work for one 
month has been a record-breaker. 

“It is not the disposition of this 
housekeepers’ organization for bet- 
terment, to complain, or to exploit 
conditions not up to the mark; At is 
rather our purpose to co-operate with 
the sanitary and health departments 
in what they are doing, but we do 
Want to call the attention of the city 
at large to the fact that the equip- 
ment for keeping the city clean tis not 
adequate,” continued Mrs. Spratling.

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VALUE OF TREE PLANTING 
URGED BY MRS. A. B. STEELE 


“I cannot see why this work for civic 
betterment in which our women are in- 
terested, and the good roads movement 
which has a similar purpose, cannot 
carry with it the beautifying influence 
of tree planting,” said Mrs. A. B. Steele, 
in a discussion about civic betterment. 

“For instance, the ladies of the ward 
clubs might look into the matter of 
the trees around them; study the sys- 
tem being pursued in other progressive 
places, and plant trees where they are 
needed and cut down those where they 
are too numerous or straggling. All 
this can be done with comparatively 
little expense if everybody will become 
interested. 

“The work might be 
further, through the county and into 
the state, by the good roads people. 
Treeless roads are very unattractive. 
They give the surrounding country a 
barren look. 

“Now that the convicts are building 
our roads for us, and we have that 
labor to draw from, the tree-planting 
“might be easy of accomplishment. I will 
not mention in this connection the trees 
in their important relation to our tim- 
ber industry, irrigation and agricul- 
tural progress; but I think the influ- 
ence of trees on the beauty of our 
country should inspire the ‘care of 
them. 

“The women of the _ civic clubs 
throughout the state might start the 
movement, and the good roads people 
could carry it on through the country. 
Nature has done so much for us in the 
way of beauty, we should not only pre- 
serve it, but even cultivate it where 
Wwe can.” 

Tree Warden in California. 

In discussing the tree planting from 
a municipal standpoint, Mrs. Steele 
quoted from Mr. J. H. Reed, tree war- 
den of the beautiful city of Riverside, 
Cal., who stated recently: 

“A city cannot afford to have a whole 
block or an entire street’ disfigured 
because certain property owners insist 
on having no trees On their frontages 
or some variety quite unsuited for-the 
purpose. Especially is this true in 
view of the fact that property owners 
are constantly changing locations, 
while the city’s interest in the street 
is permanent.

| wishes are complied with as far as the 
best interests of the street, present and 
future, will allow. So their wishes as 
to variety of trees and their manazge- 
ment should be consulted, but not to 
the extent of allowing each to plant 
what he pleases or none at all, as he 
Bees fit. This is as disastrous to the 
beauty of a street as to have the side- 
walk in patches, a part cement, a part 
gravel and the balance of plain mother 
earth. Yet this is just what you see 
on the majority of streets where trees 
are planted at all. 

“Municipal control corrects all this. 
It first sets about getting the ‘streets 
Planted, not some special etfeeth but 
in all sections of the city as fast? as 
possible, as much along the streets bor- 
dering laborers’ cottages as along the 
tourist drives or in the show sections 
of the city, with a view of making the 
city beautiful in its entirety for the 
benefit of its own people first, and for 
-the admiration of visitors next.” 

Definite Plan for Planting. 


When asked how she thought the work 
of tree-planting might begin, Mrs. Steele 
approved the plan pursued by Mr. 
Reed: . 

“First—The street tree should be 
long lived. It should serve for genera- 
tions. 

“Street trees should be suited to, 
their purposes. There are many trees,/ 
beautiful.in the forest, in the park 2s, 
On open grounds, quite unsuited to the \@—— 
street. Their habit of growth must a 
adapted to street conditions. Some 
trees are beautiful when young, but 
quite unsatisfactory on the street 
after a few years. 

“The street tree should be hardy 
under severe conditions. Some trees 
that do well in the open park or yard 
will not flourish under the less favor- 
able conditions of paved streets. 

‘Tall, wide-spreading trees should 
not be planted where they will obstruct 
desired views, or whére sunlight and 
not shade is desired. I remember visit- 
ing a friend in Long Beach some years 
ago who had built a beautiful home. 
Remarking on the absence of trees. on 
the premises, he _ said: ‘We don’t 
want trees, we want to see the 
ocean.’ Now trees are not neces- 
sarily obstructionists. Where shade 
is not desired, there are ornamental 
trees that may be used with good ef- 
fect without obstructing desired views. 

“Now, to make selections of varie- 
ties to suit all these conditions requires 
experience, good judgment and trained 
knowledge of trees, not to be found 
with the average owner of adjacent 
properties. 

“Suitable ‘varieties being chosen, 
planting comes. Very few city people 
know how to.plant a tree. Wealthy 
families who emp boy gardeners or who 
secure experts for the purpose can 
have this work done properly, but we 
know that these are the exceptions. 
From my somewhat extended observa- 
tions, from one-fourth to one-half of 
“ithe trees planted by the ordinary prop- 
erty owner either die outright or 
make a sickly growth xwhich is worse, 
because it usually retains an unsatig- 
factory tree in place ofa possible vigor- 
ovs one. As few know hew to care for 
trees as how to plant them, even if 
they had the time and inclination to 
do it. .To secure satisfactory results 
the early irrigation and cultivation at 
least should be directed by an expert.” 

Mrs. Steele’s Suggestion. 

Mrs.. Steele’s suggestion that the 
women of the city take up the work 
of tree planting seems a most .prac- 
tical one, and it. is probable that the. 
civic clubs will add to’ their commit- 
tees one. for tree planting, for nothing 
so beautifies a home, a street, a com- 
munity, a city, as beautiful trees.
